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Note and Comment 


The decision of the legislature to 
retain the capital at Edmonton is 
one the wisdom of which will, we 
are assured, be fully justified by 
time. It will take but a few years 
to make Edmonton the centre of 
the population of the province as 
well as of its territory. The result 
is all the more gratifying because it 
was brought about without a 
straight division between the north 
and south, three southern members 
recognizing the strength of Edmon- 
ton’s claim, The contest, as. was 
anticipated, was wholly between 
this city and Calgary. ‘The repre- 
sentatives of the latter took their 
defeat in the very best spirit, their 
attitude presaging, let us hope, a 
future of purely friendly rivalry, 
in which they will act together in 
advancing to the best of their abil- 
ity the interests of our common 
country and province. ‘There is 
plenty of room for them both in 
Alberta and with the development 
that is now proceeding so rapidly 
they will each, unless all indi- 
cations fail, become large and 
flourishing cities, On Edmonton 
a large responsibility is cast. It is 
no small honor to be the capital of 
such a province as Alberta and she 
must strive to be in all respects 
worthy of it. Few places have 
been more. abundantly blessed by 
nature, But in this case her works 
must be supplemented by ‘the wis- 
dom and foresight of man. We 
have a great opportunity to make 
this as beautiful and prosperous a 
community as is to be found on 
the American continent. Shall we 
take full advantage of it? No- 
blesse oblige. 

While the earlier news from the 
Californian metropolis was incor- 
rect in many particulars and some 
of the more terrific disasters that 
were reported did not, actually oc- 
cur, the collapse of the Cliff House 
and the sinking of the men, of war 
in the harbor for instance, the fact 
still remains that San Francisco 
has suffered from the greatest holo- 
caust that has ever visited North 
America. ‘The loss of life amounts 
to several thousand cand = three 
quarters of the city 1s in ruins. At 
Berkeley and at Palo Alto, the two 
great universities of which the 
state was so’proud, have sustained 
tremendous losses, that at Leland 
Stanford amounting to several inil- 
lions, ‘Ihe greatest, dainage was 
done. by the fire, which followed 
the earthquake shocks rather than 
by the shocks theniselves, The 
scenes during the conflagration 
aid after: it was checked, when 
thousands of families, suddenly be- 
reft of homes and the necessities of 
life, wandered the streets in a state 
of desperation, when the under- 
world was let loose and the imili- 
tary had to be called on to protect 
property, when inillionaire frater- 
tized with pauper, gave plenty of 
opportunity to the descriptive writ- 
er and he has taken full advantage 
of it. 


That great suffering should fol- 
low such a disaster was itievitable. 


But it cannot, have lasted long, 
measures of relief having been in- 
stituted all over the continent and 
train loads of supplies having been 
started towards San Francisco at 
the shortest possible notice. Can- 
adians joined quite as heartily in 
the movement as the people across 
the border and large contributions 
to the relief fund have been made 
by municipalities in different parts 
of the Dominion. The [Edmonton 
council voted $1,000 which was 
sent to President Roosevelt to place 
at the disposal of the Red Cross 
Society, he banks of the city 
are collecting any subscriptions 
which individual citizens may care 
to tender. It is impossible, of 
course, to determine just how 
much money is needed to relieve 
the actual suffering that is going 
on in San Francisco, but the 


has already been contributed than 
is actually necessary, At the time 
of the Hull-Ottawa fire a few years 
ago the committee had more money 
than it knew well what to do with, 
The losses in San Francisco are 
tremendous but it should be re- 
membered that the funds being 
established are not for the purpose 
of recouping in any way those who 
sustained these. The public could 
hardly undertake to set up in busi- 
ness or in homes of their own, those 
who failed to. protect themselves 
through insurance on their prop- 
erty. All that it cando is to see 
that temporary wants are supplied, 
So well has this work been carried 
out already that, according to a 
despatch sent out on Sunday, there 
was not a hungry person among 
the homeless thousands in the city 
on that day, In view of these 
facts, is there not a little danger 
that Canadian municipalities have 
proven a little too generous in the 
measure of aid which they have 
been sending ? It isa good thing 
in the interests of international 
friendship and of humanity in gen- 
eral for us to bear our share, but, 
to take the case of our own mu- 
nicipality, $1,000 seems a very 
large contribution ‘for a place of 
our size and wealth to make, It 
was a generotis imptlse on the 
part of the council to make so large 
a grant but we must recognize that 
there are a great mnany local objects 
which call for the expenditure of 
civic funds and that we cannot af- 
ford to play too big a role as a city 
bountiful, ¢

granted, But it is safe to say that

Such a bonts as Calgary is giving 
this biscuit factory would not be 
allowed under the present Ontario 
law. After many years of wasteful 
outlay, an attempt has been made 
to restrict mtnicipalities from 
granting enormous concessions to 
prospective manufacturers, But so 
deep-seated has the system become 
that it has been found impossible 
up to the present to uproot it al- 
together. In Alberta the oppor- 
tunity is offered for the legislature 
to abolish it before it gets any firm 
hold, But our representatives have 
made no move in that direction and 
there is no indication that they 
will, during the present session at 
least, It is a pity that industries 
cannot be allowed to develop along 
natural lines. In a country like 
this we shotld not resort to any 
hot-hottse methods,

The news that Edmonton had 
been finally selected as the capital 
of Alberta did not come as a great 
For a long time back, 
it has been recognized that the 
Even if all 
the Southern members had been 
brought to the support of this city, 
this would not have been enough 
to ensure its selection, and three of 
them were known to have been 
coralled by Edmonton. ‘There was 
a good deal of soreness in Calgary, 
when the Alberta bill made the 
northern city the temporary capital, 
but time has already done much to 
take away from the bitterness of 
the dose. We think we had a 
right to the honor, but our future 
was inno way bound up with it 
and Calgary will still keep to the 
front in this part of the west. (Its 
citizens have every confidence that 
even if the centre of political inter- 
est is to the north, that this will 
remain the commercial metropolis 
of the province. 


The city is now the home of one 
of the leaders of the Conservative 
party in the Dominion, Senator 
Lougheed having been chosen as 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell’s successor 
in the Senate. The honor is no 
small one. Senator Lougheed may 
not have been a great success as a 
local politician, his corporation con- 
nections having made it an easy 
maiter for his opponents to excite 
prejudice against him, but he is 
capable, nevertheless, of rendering 
good service in the upper chamber, 
‘aS good service in anyone in that for 
the most part useless appendage to 
our institutions can render, He has 
always been an active and most 
intelligent: member and the confi- 
dence which his colleagues have 
shown in him is well-deserved.

Wednesday’s Long-looked-for Debate ends in the 
Selection of Edmonton as the Permanent 
Capital by a vote of 16 to 8. 


The great debate is over and Ed-|reach, ‘The Alberta government, 


monton is to be the permanent 
capital of Alberta. With the spec- 
tators thronging all parts of the 
House, crowding over even into 
the sacred precincts of the press 
gallery, the subject was. threshed 
out on Wednesday afternoon and 
evening. Sergeant-at-arms Brad- 
ley had a hard day's task in keep- 
ing order. . Though Mr. C. A. 
Stuart pointed out that if the 
presence of other than members of 
the House was recognized by the 
speakers, the galleries (figurative- 
ly speaking) would have to be 
cleared, frequent reference was 
made. to the large audience and 
some of the addresses were un- 
soubtedly intended more for it 
rather than for the people’s repre- 
sentatives. Under the = circum- 
stances, it was impossible for the 
outside public assembled to re- 
strain its feelings altogether and 
when some particularly good point 
was made the privileged applause 
froni the speaker’s colleagues. was 
supplemented to a large extent. 
The sergeant-at-arms did his best 
to keep the enthusiasm within 
proper bounds but it persisted in 
breaking out all day in new and 
unexpected quarters. Finally 
when the crisis of the proceedings 
came and sixteen stalwart, men 
rose. to declare that Edmonton 
should be the, permanent capital, 
he gave up the task There wasa 
thundering shout from the specta- 
tors which all the parliamentary 
rules ever devised and the most 
efficient body of legislative servants 
could not have held back. 

When it is considered how much 
controversy the subject has. given 
rise to, the debate was a most 
friendly one, All the addresses 
were delivered in the best of spirit, 
resembling at times more the utter- 
ances of after-dinner speakers than 
anything else. ‘Shere was some 


humor and a great deal of attempt- 


ed humor inthe course of the vari- 
ous efforts. In detailing the pro- 
ceedings it is much easier to note 
who. did not speak rather than 
those who did. The silent ones 
were the Premier _and Messrs, 
Walker, Simpson, Marcellus, Mc- 
Pherson, McKenney, Bredin and 
McLeod, All the others had their 
little say, 

Hon. Mr. Cushing opened up 
for Calgary shortly after three 
o'clock, The member for the 
southern city disclaimed being an 
orator, as Brutus is, the Brutus in 
this case being the honorable mem- 
ber for Red Deer, but, he made a 
very effective presentation of the 
case on behalf of his constituency, 
He paid a very neat tribute to the 
hospitality shown by the people. of 
Edmonton, As during an ac- 
quaintance with the city extending 
over imaty years, he had always 
foutid this open-heartedness a char- 
acteristic of Hdimonton, he was 
sure that it had not been shown in 
this case siinply for political reas- 
os. He claimed that Calgary 


was. the centre around which the 


life of the province trevolved, that 
there the first agitation for atuton- 
omy had arisen, that it was the 
most convenient point for people 
from all poitits of the province to 


eens 
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he pointed out, was paying well 
for the privilege of conducting its 
business in) Edmonton and_ the 
money being spent in rent now 
would meet the interest on the cost 
of very fine parliamentary build- 
ings. ‘The erection of these would 
be proceeded with speedily. In 
fact plans had already been pre- 
pared, On the basis of these, he 
calculated that the freight on the 
stone, lime and cement that would 
be used would cost at least $20,000 
more to bring to Edmonton than 
to Calgary. He offered a site of 
from 26.to 80 acres in the latter 
city in case it were chosen, If the 
government had to pay for land in 
Kdmonton at the present values 
here he felt that it would be neces- 
sary to wait fora couple of years 
before commencing operations. 
Mr. Cushing evidently felt, how- 
ever, that his case was a lost one 
before he commenced to. speak, for 
in concluding he admitted that 
whatever he said would make little 
difference, for he felt that the 
members had already made up 
their minds, 

Hon. Mr. Cross was the princi- 
pal spokesman for Edmonton, On 
every ground he held. that it was 
the logical centre. Historically, it 
occupied the position of advantage, 
In 1776 Edinonton .was more of a 
political contre than Toronto. If 
Calgary had attained a large 
growth in recent years, it’ was 
simply due to the friendship of the 
C. P. R. and to the hostility of 
that corporation to Edmonton, 
But with the advent of new roads 
a great change was taking place, 
If ever a place deserved well of the 
people of the west. it was Edmon- 
ton, which had forged to the front 
in the face of enormous obstacles, 
In scenic beauty it was vastly su- 
perior:to Calgary. Proceeding, 
the Attorney - General quoted a 
mass of statistics showing that Ed- 
monton was bound to be in the 
centre of the wealth and population 
of the province. He went Mr. 
Cushing one better by offering a 
choice of two sites in Edmonton. 

Mr. Stuart of Gleichen, as a citi- 
zen of Calgary, strongly supported 
Mr. Cushing. He. denied al- 
together the validity of the geo- 
graphical argument. ‘The province 
consisted not of acres of land but 
of the men and women who live in 
it. He pointed ott that other 
provinces and countries had always 
chosen their capitals at the centres 
of population not of territory. 
Southern Alberta was going to go 
ahead still fu.ther and would keep 
ahead of the north. If the scenic 
argument was to be of any avail, 
he held that the capital should be 
in view of the most glorious ‘sight 
in America, the Rocky motuitains. 

Mr. Boyle of Sturgeon was Iid- 
monton’s second champion. His 
speech was a most effective one. 
If the House considered that the 
development of Alberta was at an 
end, it should choose Calgary, but 
if this were not its conclusion, its 
course should bt clear to it. He 
pointed out that the map issued by 
Calgary to show ‘its claims to the 
capital expropriated a large part of 
Montana and British Coltimbia, 

Mr. Mackenzie of Macleod spoke

Edmonton his second choice. 

~ Mr, Macaulay of Vermilion made 
a characteristic speech, which put 
the case for Edmonton in a strong 
light. He was surprised that Cal- 
gary claimed an advantage in 
freight rates. It was just the 
other day that the people there 
were raising a row over what they 
considered, the unfair discrimina- 
tion that the C.P.R. had shown in 
favor of Edmonton. He could 
speak from personal experience of 
the Peace River. He had been up 
there in 1884 and had visited it 
several times since. He was sure 
that when opened up by the rail- 
ways, it would prove the marvel of 
the world. 

‘Mr. Puffer of Lacombe thought 
that the considerations of posterity 
should be paramount. The mistake 
of the past had been in not con- 
sidering it enough. . 

Mr. Robertson, in leading off at 
the evening session, grew very 
eloquent in describing the beauty 
of Calgary. Mr. Boyle had referred 
to the fact that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
had already chosen Edmonton as 
the capital. The leader of the 
Opposition was of the opinion that 
this choice had been made simply 
because the north was Liberal and 
the south Conservative. 

When Hon. Mr. Findlay rose 
and said he would support Ed- 
monton, it was recognised that all 
was over but the cheering. Tho 
Minister of Agriculture paid a 
glowing tribute to Edmonton and 
predicted a great future for it. No 
one in Medicine Hat had tried to 
influence his vote, the matter having 
been left entirely in his hands. 

Mr. Simmons of Lethbridge, 
while supporting Calgary, evidently 
was: hot greatly interested in the 
choice. It was of more importance 
that the selection should be made 
speedily than that it should go to 
any particular place. 

Mr. Telford of Leduc made a 
reference to Mr. Cushing © and 
shingles, the point of which neither 
the Minister of Public Works nor 
the rest of those in the hall could 
understand, Mr. Cushing rose :to 
say that he did not intend to pro- 
vide/the. province with shingles. 
He was not in the shingle business. 

Mr. Woolf of Cardston was con- 
tent to let Edmonton have the 
university if Edinonton had the 
capital. 

Mr. Rosenroll said he would 
support Edinonton and Mr. Hiebert 
declared for Calgary. Mr. Prick 
told the House that Peace River 
was equal to any other part of 
Alberta, and the debate on Mr. 
Cushing’s motion was over, ‘The 
vote stood : 

Yeas—Moore, Cushing, Woolf, 
Mackenzie, Stuart, Robertson, Hie- 
bert, Siminons-—8. ‘ 

Nays—Cross, Boyle, Puffer, Mc- 
Caulay, Rosenroll, Finlay, Walker, 
Simpson, Marcellus, McPherson, 
McKenney, Telford, Bredin, Brick, 
McLeod, Rutherford—16. 

Three members from south of 
Red Deer, Simpson. (Innisfail), 
Marcellus (Pincher Creek) and 
Finlay. (Medicine Hat), thus failed 
to support the southern city. 

When the applause which greeted 
result hiad died down, the 
treat of the evening 
caine, ‘‘T appear upon the scene,’ 
said Mr. Moore, in opening his 
long looked for address, ‘‘as a 
peacemaker, greatly adiniring these 
two rival sister towns of ours. I 
wottld be delighted if they would 
meet’ half-way, in the city of Red 
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Deer.’’ The trouble with Edmon- 
ton was that it was lifting its nose 
too high. these days. Red Deer 
was prepared to offer 50 acres in 
Grand View Park or 100 imme- 
diately adjoining the town-site. 
There would be an electric railway 
from the station to the parliament 
buildings. Only a verbatim report 
of Mr. Moore’s remarks would do 
anything like justice toethe elo- 
quence: of his description of Red 
Deer’s beauty, and unfortunately 
The Saturday News has not space 
for that. ‘‘’I'o see Red Deer once,”’ 
he said, ‘‘is to have it linger with 
you ever after as a delightful 
meyiory,’”’ 

However, all the fine periods, 
the illustrations from the career of 
Caractacus and the tuneful lines of 
the speaker’s namesake, Ireland’s 
chief bard, went to waste. When 
Mr. Moore had resumed his seat, 
Mr. Stuart said that he had se- 
conded the motion merely to allow 
the House to hear Mr. Moore's 
address. As Calgary had not been 
chosen, he would support Edinon- 
ton. Mr. Moore then withdrew 
his motion. The ‘retreat from 
Moscow had been completed. 

Mr. Hiebert rose to move for the 
selection of Banff. He had no 
seconder and offered to withdraw 
his motion. Mr. Rosenroll then 
volunteered to perform the same 
service as Mr. Stuart had performed 
for Mr. Moore, but the member for 
Rosebud thought his proposition 
might as well be dropped. 

The Premier congratulated the 
House on the general tone of de- 
bate and the day’s proceedings, so 
big with fate, were concluded. 

The other events of the week’s 
session faded into insignificance in 
anticipation of the debate on the 
capital, but much important work 
was advanced, The university bill, 
the details of which have already 
been given in this column, received 
its second reading. ‘The Premier, 
in introducing it, spoke at length 
upon the glory which a nation 
receives ftom its educational facil- 
ities. He referred with pride to 
the work which the present ad- 
ministration had accomplished in 
extending school privileges to chil- 
dren of all classes, Fifteen schools 
have been organized in Galician 
settlements. The satisfactory fi- 
nancial condition of the province 
would allow good salaries to be 
paid to teachers. As to when the 
university would be established, 110 
hint was given. Mr. Boyle thought 
that the bill was like a new motor 
car without any gasoline to run it. 
The leader of the opposition partic- 
ularly rejoiced in the fact that the 
institution was to be non-sectarian, 
Mr. Moore in the fact that the 
sweet girl graduates in their golden 
hair were to have a place there. 
The office of vice-chancellor was 
provided for in the bill as it origin- 
ally stood, It wts amended to 
abolish this office, This is in 
accord with the report recently 
made by the University of ‘Toronto 
commission which recommended 
that the vice-chancellorship be done 
away, 

Mr. Simmons, the new member 
for Lethbridge, took his seat last 
Friday, being ‘introduced by the 
Premier and Mr. Woolf. Unless 
all signs fail, he will speedily attain 
ahigh place in political life. In 
the opinion of the writer, jhe is 
already the best, all-round speaker 
that the House can lay claim to, 
Mr. Stuart of Gleichen possibly 
being excepted. He is a man of 
liberal education and sane’ views 


(and should have a most useful 
career before him. 

The coal mines regulation bill, 
introduced by Mr. Cushing, makes 
a large number of useful restric- 
tions. ‘No boy under 16, who has 
not had a reasonable amount of 
education is to be allowed to work 
in the mines. No boy under 12 
and no women are to be employed. 
Pit and fire bosses are subject to 
inspection. There is to be proper 
ventilation at all mines. ‘There are 
to be three inspection districts, the 
Crow’s Nest, the Canmore and the 
Edmonton, Elijah Heathcote is to 
be inspector for the first, and 
Provincial Inspector Smith — will 
look after the other two for the 
time being. 

Attorney-General Cross had the 
Mechanics’ Lien bill in hand. Sec- 
tion 18 of the act makes the facilities 
for filing claims as simple as possi- 
ble. Printed forms are to be kept 
at the registry office and will be 
supplied by the registrar free of 
cost, which the workingman may 
fill out and file as a statement of 
claim, thereby placing a lien on the 
building, mine or works, or what- 
ever it may be. If, in case his 
wages are not paid, he files this 
lien within 81 days he then has 30 
days in which to take action to 
secure the money that is coming to 
him. In case his claim is less than 
$200 it may be disposed of summmar- 
ily, before a judge and under the 
act there is no appeal allowed. 
That is to say, a mechanic who has 
aclaim for wages to a less extent 
than $200 may at any time within 
81 days file his lien and may pro- 
ceed at once to enforce his claim, 
having done which there is no 
appeal and the case cannot be car- 
ried from court to court, as has 
been so often done. in wage cases, 
until the wage-earner is no longer 
able to fight his case. 

The bill provides that lumber 
dealers must make claim for their 
material within 81 days of the 
time it is supplied or their rights of 
lien lapsed. The two members of 
the opposition, who are both in the 
lumber business, opposed — this 
strongly. In country districts 
they held that a longer time was 
necessary to do justice to the deal- 
er. ‘They were supported by Mr. 
Telford, who is also an experienced 
man in the business, while Mr, 
Finlay, another of the seven lum- 
bermen in the House, did not think 
the extension of time necessary. 
The matter -was left over for the 
time being. Mr. Boyle’s automo- 
bile bill elicited an interesting dis- 
cussion. It provides that each 
owner of an atttzmobile should 
take out a license. He is allowed 
to travel at the rate of 20 miles an 
hour in the country, When passing 
a rig from the rear he is only to go 
ten and when meeting one five. 

Section 10 provides that in case 
of damage to horses, rigs or the 
occupants the burden of proof that 
the operator of the machine had 
complied with all the requirements 
of the act was upon the operator, 
and that both the operator and the 
owner, itt case the owner was not 
the operator, should be liable for 
damages, Mr. Mackenzie of Mc- 
Leod held that this was too sweep- 
ing, and the section was held over, 

The amendments to the Calgary 
charter were passed, The city is 
empowered to assess property hol- 
ders on a local improvement basis 
for water works extensions, where 
a water main passes in front of 
their property, where the property 
holder is not taking water and 
therefore not paying rates. An-

‘other clause 


in the amendments 
allows for the consolidation of a 
group of debentures. 

P. Burns, the cattle king of Cal- 
gary, appeared before the agricul- 
tural committee on ‘Tuesday morn- 
ing and denied that there was any 
monopoly in his business. Mr. 
Burns was an _ interested listener to 
the debates on the capital question. 
He occupied a seat in the press 
gallery in the afternoon. Another 
prominent Calgary citizen present 
was I. S. G. van Wart. 

C. A. Stuart has a bill in hand 
by which a man is prevented from 
willing away all his property and 
leaving his wife penniless. A 
limit of $12,000 is placed on the 
amount coming within the scope of 
the act. Messrs. Robertson and 
Mackenzie stated.on the second 
reading that they considered this 
amount too low. The bill is now 
before the legal committee. 

The railway committee brought 
in a most important report, recom- 
mending the adoption of certain 
rules prior to the passing of a gen- 
eral railway act. Charters granted 
should lapse at the end of two 
years unless 15 per cent of the 
capital stock shall have been ex- 
pended in actual construction by 
that time. This would effectually 
dispose of charter-mongers. 

Another important recommen- 
dation of the committee is that the 
location of town sites should be 
subject to the location of Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council, and that 
when these town sites are expropri- 
ated, one-third of the land therein 
should pass to the province to be 
held in trust for the municipality. 

The banquet at Fort Saskat- 
chewan on Tuesday to thegmember 
for Victoria, Mr. Frank Walker, 
one of the most popular represen- 
tatives in the assembly, was largely 
attended, the House going up to 
the Fort in a body. W. A. D. 
Lees, president of the Tiberal 
Association, presided, G. O. 
Baltz, the secretary of the associa- 
tion, proposed the toast of the 
government, to which Mr. Ruther- 
ford and Mr. Cross responded. ‘I'he 
other members were all heard in 
their turn, each paying a warm 
tribute to Mr. Walker. Whé the 
guest of the evening arose he was 
greeted by round after round of 
applause. He referred with pride 
to the fact that he had obtained the 
largest majority. accorded to any pri- 
vate member in the prayince. D, 
J. Simmons and W. M. Corbett did 
full justice to ‘‘The Ladies,’’ Mr, 
Stutchbury’s solos were much ap, 
preciated. The spread was a great 
credit to the proprietor of the Man- 
sion House, and the visitors, one 
and all, expressed themselves as 
having spent one of the pleasantest 
evenings of their lives,

But if they want to

Prof. McLennan Coming. 


The Secretary of the Board of 
Trade has been advised by Pro- 
fessor McLennan of ‘Toronto Uni- ° 
versity that he will lecture in Ed- 
monton on the Metric system of 
weights and measures on May L5th, 
Mr. McLennan is director of the 
Physical Laboratory of the . Uni- 
versity, and is commissioned by the 
Dominion Government to deliver a 
series of lectures at all the more 
important centres throughout the 
Dominion, for the purpose of ex- 
plaining the metric system, 

The metric system isa decimal 
system applied to weights and 
measures, and is said to be as far 
ahead of our present system of 
pounds, bushels, yards, ete., as our 
dollars and cents are ahead of the 
pounds, shillings and pence still 
used across the Atlantic,. As the 


Government are going to consider- 


able trouble and expense itt con- 
nection with Prof. McLennan's 
educative tour, it is hoped that a 
large number of representative 
business men and farmers will avail 
theinselves of this opportunity to 
lear an interesting explanation of 
an interesting subject,

The Saturday News proposes that the 
advertiser should know exactly what it 
has to offer, and at the top of this column 
it will publish each week a statement of 
the circulation of the week previous, 
along with figures showing the rate at 
which the circulation is growing. Fur-

strictiy into its confidence. ‘That 
the business men of the city will appreci- 
ate the legitimacy of its methods of 
soliciting business we have every reason 
to believe. 

Every week at least 1500 papers are 
printed and circulated. On several oc- 
casions the total has gone up to 2000. 
As was to be expected witha new publica- 
tion, the whole of these papers have not 
gone to regular customers. A large num- 

rof sample copies have been sent out 
to prospective subscribers. But last week 
the circulation of The Saturday News, 
outside of these free samples, was 1010 
copies, Thie figure is not as large a one 
as that which is being claimed for some 
other papers, but it represents bona-fide 
circulation, and we ask the business inert 
of the city and district to take caretul 
note of the way in which it grows from 
week to week. Going into the homes of 
Edmonton and the surrounding country 
as it docs at the end of the week we can 
safely claimn that the paper is already read 
by between four and five thousand people. 

And it is not a paper that is picked up 
and merely glanced over. A publication 
of its character is always read tnuch more 
thoroughly than is the case with an or- 


dinary newspaper. It is perused by peo- 
ple in their leistire hours at the end of the 
week. It is needless to point out how 
much better value as an advertising 
medium it is thus able to give. The 
arrangement of its pages and the policy 
of the tanagement te always have the 
reading matter predotninate keeps it from 
being a mere advertising sheet and ena- 
bles it to give the best of service to both 
advertiser and subscriber. We maintain 
that no newspaper gives better valtie to 
the bttsiness nan. He at least has this 
advantage in patronizing the Saturday 
News that it is open to him to find out 
what he is buying, 
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The Alberta Farmer 


The Alberta Farmers’ Associ- 
ntion will hold a general meeting 
in Calgary on May 9th next. Half- 
fare rates can be obtained by all 
farmers desiring to attend. The 
association is speedily attaining the 
object that it set before itself, to 
become the representative farmers’ 
organization of the whole province. 
In its initial stages it was confined 
for the most part to Northern Al- 
berta. But it is reaching out 
rapidly and this Calgary gathering 
will further accentuate the move- 
ment. 

It would be difficult to find a 
man better qualified for his work 
than W. F. Stevens, the new secre- 
tary of the association. Mr. Stev- 
ens managed the seed fair in Ed- 
mouton last winter, the success of 
which, as readers of the Saturday 
News know, was remarkable. The 
Strathcona Chronicle pays the fol- 
lowing well-deserved tribute : 

The selection of Mr. Stevens as 
secretary treasurer is a wise one. 
He is a practical agriculturist and 
has the intereste of the farmers at 
heart. When the need fora means 
of disposing of the large surplus 
of hogs raised in this district be- 
came apparent some time ago Mr. 
Stevens interested himself in the 
question, and his work resulted in 
several large packing firms sending 
representatives here to investigate 
the conditions, and it is probable 
that a packing house will be estab- 
lished here in the near future. 
Mr. Stevens acted as manager of 
the seed fair lately held in Edmon- 
ton. He is chairman of the Clover 
Bar Public School Board, and is 
serving his second term as’ presi- 
dent of the Creamery Association 
of that district and his third term 
as councillor of the local improve- 
ment district.

We didn’t know what was the 
matter with usin those old days, 
that is those who were under forty 
and unmarried. ‘The parsons talk- 
ed vaguely about original sin and 
the few ladies of Edmonton peered 
ott through the narrow windows 
of their sheltered homes in calin 
disapproval of dissipations which 
were impossible for them to under- 
stand.

Weekly Market Letter 


Edmonton, Alta, 

April 26th, 1906. 

WHEAT—The wheat market 
for the past week has ruled rather 
quiet with no material change in 
prices. Seeding has made rapid 
progress under generally favorable 
conditions and is practically com- 
pleted in South Dakota and South- 
ern Minnesota and is about 607% 
finished in North Dakota, northern 
Minnesota and the Canadian north- 
west. -H. V. Jones of Minneapolis 
and Inglis of Chicago, crop experts, 
who have been inspecting the 
growing winter wheat crop in the 
United States have given oul a very 
favorable report as to present con- 
ditions which suggests a record 
breaking yield should present pros- 
pects be maintained. The Ameri- 
can supply decreased 2,022,000 
bushels last week. World’s ship- 
iments were 9,416,000 bushels com- 


- pared. with 8,288,990 bushels for 


the same week a year ago, ‘The 
United States and Canada exported 
1,728,000 bushels of wheat and 
flour last week compared with 
816,000 bushels a year ago. It is 
estimated that the requirements 
of millers will absorb all the spring 
wheat still remaining in farmers’ 
hands ‘in the northwestern states 
by the time the new crop is avail- 
able so there will be a good demand 
for cash wheat for several months 
to come regardless of new crop con- 
ditions. A careful study of exist- 
ing conditions leads us to believe 
that we are not going to have any 
inaterial decline from present val- 
ues under continued favorable con- 
ditions while on the other hand 
any unfavorable developments 
could easily result in higher prices 
and we advise the purchase of July 
wheat on the declines that will 
occur from time to time.
